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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The All-India Institute of Medical Sciences, New Delhi and the Post- 
Graduate Institute of Mjedical Education and Research, Chandigarh are 
statutory autonomous bodies wholly financed by the Government of 
India. Both the Institutes are expected to provide accommodation to 
their staff either within or outside the Institute's complex. However, 
it has not been possible to achieve maximum possible satisfaction in the 
matter of allotment of quarters to the staff due to the over all financial 
constraints of the Government. It has, therefore, been decided to em¬ 
power both the Institutes to borrow money, with the previous approval 
of the Central Government, on the security of the property of the Insti¬ 
tutes. A clarificatory amendnient has also been proposed to enable the 
construction of staff quarters and allot them in accordance with the re¬ 
gulations to be made by the Institutes. 

2. The Bin seeks to achieve the above objects by amending the re¬ 
levant provisions of the Acts establishing the Institutes.
